Interesting Developmenta Segarding tho Ser- 
vice Which Is Performed. 

WAsniNOTON, Feb. 28.— L. J. B. Hous- 
ton, vice-president of tho Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, testified before the 
Panama Pacific investigating committee with 
reference to tho affairs of tho Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. Ho said before Feb- 
ruary 1, 18!)3, whe« the contract between 
tlio Pacific Mail Compiuiy and tho 
Panama Railway Company expired, the 
oUicers of tho Pacific Mail Co. went to 
tho Panama Railway Co.'s officers to 
make a now contract. Tho agreement 
waa drawn up ready for signature, and 
was not only autiafiictory, but vvitneaa 
regarded tho intereata of tho tv.'o com- 
panica aa identical and was theretoro 
ready to aign. liefore tho signatures 
were aliixed notico was received by the 
Pacific Mail from tho Transcontinental As- 
sociation that tho arrangement by which 
the aaaoclatiou paid tho cotiipuny a certain 
amount per month would bo discontinued. 
The Pacific Mail Co. therefore could not 
guarantee tho Panama Co. tho monthly 
amount it had heretofore paid. Notice waa 
then received from tho P.mama On. de- 
clining to ucgotiato further with the 
Pacific Mail Co. Notice was also received 
that the steamship company would no longer 
bo permitted to give through bills of lading 
over the Panama railway, and an injunction 
was obtained against tho Panama company 
as to bills of lading. Witnesa had discov- 
ered that the Panama railway was ailvertia- 
ing in liloglish seaports for ICngliah freight 
and English ships to run between New 
York and Aapinwull. 

tit. Cromwell, attorney in this city for 
the newly organized North American Navi- 
gation Company, said this atternoon that a 
contract had been entered into on Saturday 
last between his company and the Panama 
Railway Co. for the transportation of paason- 
gors and traffic between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coast in competition with tho Pacific Mail 
Company.

London, Fob. 28. — Sir Henry Meysoy 
Thompson, Liberal- Unionist M. P. for 
Ilandaworth, StafTordshiro, moved in tho 
House of Commons to-day that tho British 
Government ahould .use its influence to 
bring about a re-aaaembling of the Inter- 
national Monetary Conference, with tho 
object of finding a remedy for tho evils 
attendant upon tho divergence of values 
between gold and silver. Sir Henry, who 
is a director in several railways, and ia 
reoognized as a respectable authority on 
trade questions, argued that moDoinotallism 
was a national misfortune, and that a fixed 
bimetallic ratio was the sole remedy for the 
existing dilficultiea growing out of the cur- 
rency problem. 

Mr. Samuel Montague, Liberal M. P. for 
TVhiteohapel, and weU known as a member 
of the banking hbuae - of Samuel Montague 
& Co., earueatly sappbrted Sir Henry's 
motion and argued in favor of bimetalliam. 
Other bimetallists also addressed . the 
Hbuae in behalf of the proposition. 

Mr. Gladstone, in reply, reminded the 
House that the international monetary 
conference met ^t the initiative of ' the 
United States, and it would be an 
unprecedented proceeding now to de- 
privo America of tho initiative, Eng- 
land had followed the Brussels 
discussion with more or loss sympathy, and 
had a right to expect from tho United 
Stutea a declaration as to what steps that 
country proposed to tako next. In the 
opinion of the Government no plan yet pro 
Iioaed ahowed how it was possililo to change 
the standard of value of Great Britain 
(Hear, hoar.) It would pUico tlio Govern- 
ment in a ridiculous position if it aliould aa- 
aumo tho initiative in reopening the confer- 
ence, having nothing to recommend for dis- 
cussion. Mr. Gladstone furthoi said that 
England was upt alone among the civilized 
nations in her determination to adhero to 
her present Mionotary system. Seven other 
powers, without tho slightest reference to 
England, had signified their intention not 
to change their currency. Half of the pow- 
ers represented at tho conference had shown 
that they leaned towards bimetalliam, but 
as yet they had not given tho moat shadowy 
indication of what change they were pre- 
pured to make. In conoluaion, tho Premier 
made an elaborate exposition of tho benefits 
of rnononietaliam and the dangers of bi- 
motalliam. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Chaplin, president of the 
B.iard of Agriculture, under the laat Salis- 
bury administration, supported tho motion 
of Sir ' Henry Meyaoy Thompson at the 
Bruasela Conference. - He said that Bertram 
Currie (the British delegate) bad i^ersiatent- 
ly and deliberately done everything, in his 
power to defeat the objeots of the meeting, 
j ISir William Vernon Haroourt, Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer, repudiated Mr. Chaplin's 
cliargo against Mr. Curtie. The British 
di'legatiia, bo said, had been almost the only 
ones to suport the American resolution in 
favor of extending the use of silver. From 
first to last bimetallism has been at tho 
bottom of the conference. It waa at tho 
bottom of the present debute. The failure 
of tho conference waa due to the absence of 
all definite proposals. If tho United States 
ahould re-convene tho confercneo and 
submit definite propoala the Brit- 
iah Goverunient would be happy 
to send back their delegates, 
but could not bo expected to provide a 
schome for the more extensive uao of ailvcr. 
He puinted to tho returns of tho income tax 
and debt duties to provo tho growth of the 
country's wealth, and ;;oute,'ided that the 
a^jricultural depression, which was largely 
responsible for the bimetallic agitation, 
•waa only temporary. The motion before tho 
House, ho said, waa intended to raise prices, 
an operation which the Government could 
not undertake, aa it was outside ita pro- 
vince. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Balfour, leader of tho 
Unionist Opposition, denied that he or any 
of his colleagues desired a monetary ayatom 
which would raise prices. The motion waa 
not in favor of bimetallism. Tho fact was 
that tho Government bad decided to do 
nothing to remedy tho present evils evident 
both in trade and in agricult-jre. 

Sir Henry Meysoy Thompson's motion 
Waa finally rejected by a vote of 229 to 196. 
The announcement of the vote was received 
with loud Liberal cheers.

COUNTY COUETS ACT. 



An Iiuportaut Bill lutrodricetl iu the 
Legislature by Jlou. Mr. Davie, 
Attoruey-lieueral, 



Amouut of Debts Tiiat May Bo Col- 
lected In the Lower Court 
Considerably Bedaced. 



The County Courta Act amendment bill 

introduced in tho Provincial Legislature by 
Hon. Mr. Davie contains a number of very 
important clauses, making a number of 
changes in procedure. 

The first seven sections define tho County 
Court of Vancouver and provide for tho 
carrying on of suits, actions, etc., In the 
county of Vancouver, the County Court 
Judge of New Weatmiustcr to have juris- 
diction until sucli time ua another judge is 
appointed. 

Section 8 provides that the next seven 
sections of this act shall bo in force only in 
respect to such court or courta as ahail be 
determined by ordor-in-council. Section 
9 reduces the amount of a disputed bill 
which may bo sued for to §200. The old 
amount waa §1,000. Debts or olaima which 
are " liquidated," or ascertained by the act 
of the parties or by the signature of the de- 
fendant, are not to exceed $400. 

Section 17 covers the amendment re. at 
taohment of wages promised some days ago 
by Hon. Mr. Davie. It reads : 

" Section 140 of the said act is hereby 
amended by adding thereto the following : 
Provided always, that no debt duo or ac- 
cruing due to a mechanic, workman, 
laborer, servant, clerk or employe for or in 
respect of his wages or salary, shall be 
liable to seizure or attachment under this 
act or any other law or enactment relating 
to the attachment or garniahmont of debts 
unless the debt excoeda tho sum of f lO, and 
then only to tlie extent uf tlie excess ; jiro- 
vided further, that nothing in the abovo 
proviso contained shall apply to any case 
where the debt has been contracled for 
board or lodging, and in tho opinion of tho 
judgi; th ; i x. iiiption of §40 is not neceaaary 
for thu Kuppiirt and maintenance of the 
debtor's family." 

Suction of tho County Courts Amend- 
ment Act, 1S02, is repealed, and the follow- 
ing substituted : 

" In all caset. in the County Court when 
tho claim is for a debt or liquidated money 
demand, tho defendant may bo required liy 
tho summons to file a dispute note iu tho 
oliico out of which the surnnions iasued 
within eight daya after service ; such dis- 
pute note shall not merely plead tho general 
iaaue, but uhall state brielly and in aeparato 
paragraphs tho several grounds of defence 
to the action, and in defahlt of suoh dispute 
note the plaintiff shall, upon proof of the 
personal service of snob summons, bo en- 
titled to have final judgment entered and 
execution issued thereon in the same man- 
ner as upon default of nu appearance in an 
action in the Supremo. Court ; but, upon 
such terms as the u uige may seem fit to 
impose, any suoh judgment may bo set 
aside by the Judge, upon baing satisfied 
that there is a defence to the action on tho 
merits or that it is reasonable that the de- 
fendant should be let in to defend."

•show oxceeedingly small losses by firo in 
this city. During the first month tlio Firo 
dojiartment responded to eight alarms. Tho 
total loss amountod to ?H00. February waa 
a atill more fortunate month, with only two 
fires, and a loss of $25. Tho Chief of the 
Fire department considers that the holding 
of investigations into the origin of suspicious 
ires tends materially to keeping down the 
loaeca. The Fire department took every 
precaution to protect the city daring the 
cold spell. One of the engines was drawn 
by four horses; the large hose wagon waa 
placed on runners and the team of horses 
belonging to the truck was placed on tho 
chemical engine. A sleigh, loaded with ex- 
tinguishera, was placed in service, and night 
and day men were kept on duty, shovelling 
anow off the hydrants and cisterns through- 
out tho city.

Rev. Dr. Campbell, for tho committee 
appointed by tho Presbytery to visit tho 
churches at Victoria West and Cedar Hill, 
reported that tho congregation of tho for- 
mer had expressed a strong desire for 
sepiiratiou from Cedar Hill and for tho con- 
tinuation of Kev. D. MucRao as resi- 
dent misaionnry. In tlio event of his 
settling among them tho members of 
the congregacion were confident of 
being ablo to raise §1,000 per annum 
toward the support of the (jaator and tho 
nhurch. 7.he coiif^rogation at Cedar lii'.l — • 
the ladies of wliioli, parenthetically, have 
some $100 in hand toward tlie building of a 
now church — olfered no objection to the 
separation, provided that other arrange- 
ments wore made for tho holding of regular 
services at Cedar Hill. Tho committee also 
favored the separation, and tho continuation 
of Mr. MaoRae at Victoria Went, where his 
labors have been productive of much good. 

Kev. Mr. MaoKao having explained his 
position fully to tho Presbytery, the de- 
cision was reached , on the motion of Rev. Dr. 
Campbell and Rov. A. B. Winchester, that 
the recommendation of the report be 
carried out, the separation of the two dis- 
triotB to bo from and after April 1. The 
matter of supplying Cedar Hill was left with 
the executive of the Home Mission board, 
permiaaion being granted for them to ask, 
if necessary, for a grant for Cedar Hill and 
any other districts with which it might be 
associated. 

The progress of the work of the Church 
at Coniox and Union was referred to briefly 
by Rev. Mr. Macleod, who, in accordance 
with tho instructions of tho Presbytery, 
spent some time recently with Rev. Mr. 
Praser in liis fleld of labor. It was agreed 
by tho Presbytery to separate C^omox from 
Union, Rev. Mr. Frasor being continued in 
charge of the church at Comox.agrantof $'.iOO 
being asked for. An ordained miaaionary 
will be located at Union and a grant of $100 
asked. A retrospective grant of iJlOO will 
also ba obtained to compenaate Rev. Mr. 
Traser for loss owing to tho temporary clos- 
ing of the Union mines. 

Rov. Mr. Young will remain in charge of 
the church at Wellington, a grant of $100 
being wanted ; a grant of S t per Sabbath 
will be uaked for Northfiold, a student sup- 
plying tho pulpit. Rev. Mr. Adanison will 
continue at Alberni, Rov D. A. MacRao, of 
Nanaimo, visiting tho settlement as soon as 
posaiblo to ascertain what financial support 
the residents themselves can guarantee. 
Thn question of a supply for Sooko and 
Metchosin was referred to tho Homo Mis- 
sion committee, and further consideration 
of tho subject was deferred. 

Prior to tho adjournment for refreshment, 
Bev, Dr. Campbell presented a resolution, 
which passed unanimously, expressing tho 
regret of the Presbytery that circumstances 
prevent Rev. D. A. MacRae's attendance, 
and conveying the sympathy of the Pres- 
bytery to him. (The reverend gentleman 
is at present at tho bedside of his father, 
who ia lying dungorously ill at Vancouver.) 
Rov, D. MacRae also gave notice of a 
motion in tho direction of changing the 
name of tho Presbytery. 

After tlio opening services of the evening 
Eeasion a i-liort. time was taken up in the 
diaciia!-ion of limineial mattera. Two of tlio 
treasurers, Kev. Mr. Macrae, of Nanaimo, 
and Rev, Mr. SeouUar, of Now Westmin- 
ster, were not preaent. When the discus- 
sion was over the first report of the commit- 
tee on tho state of religion was presented 
by Rev. Mr. Fraaer ancl read at hia rcqueat 
by Rev. Mr. Youni^, i)f Wellington. Tho 
report was received and considered. 

Rov. D. MacKue, in seconding the motion 
for the adoption, said ho consiilered the re- 
port a very al)le and, on the whole, aatisfac- 
tory one. Whilo tliero was reason for 
great gratitude at the past aucceaa, 
there was still room tor great pro- 
gress, which could bo hoped for in 
the future. In course of his remarks he 
paid a high tribute, ou the same lines as the 
report, to tho energy of the women of the 
church, and expressed tho opinion that if 
the men could only bo got up to tho same 
standard of work and sympathy tho church 
would pTOgrcaa by leaps and bounds. 

Rev. A. B. Winchester, in disouasing the 
report, wanted to know what was meant 
by the words, "The Canadian Chinaman 
from beyond the Bockies, " 

Bev. Mr. Young— That means you and 
me. (Laughter.) 

Rev. Mr. Winchester— I am glad to be in 
such good company. (Renewed laughter.) 

Ho continued that he was afraid, the 
wording of the report would lead^ some 
people to Buppopc that the writer of it de- 
prec-Ued the action of certain people in em- 
ploying Chinese. 

Kev. Mr. Macleod explained that tho re- 
port meant that peop'o who complained of 
the Chinese as an excuse for not giving were 
Btill employing Chinese to do the work. 

Dr. Mihie thought tho paragraph about 
the Chineso and the Canadian Chinese 
should bo struck out. 

Kev. Dr. Campbell referred to the fact 
thai many tourists who visit tho city when 
they return Eist write about tho wicked- 
ncus of Victoria as if it were a Sodom or 
(iomorr.ih. H'l thouglit this w'as a great 
miatake. as uii extemled experience in other 
parts of tlie I lomiiiion led him to say that 
Vicioriu was ahead and not behind I'^iatern 
cities in point of morality. So far aa tem- 
perance was concerned, for instance, Vic- 
toria was ahead of the Eastern cities, and 



the same could ho siiid of church going, 
as here tliere was probably a greater pro- 
portion of church-goera than in any E4istern 
city of the same ai/.o. After dealing with 
various phases of religious progress, lio aaid 
that hia experience waa that tho statement 
in tho report aa to tho Chinese interfering 
with liberality was in a great measure cor- 
rect. As an instance of how this was 
shown, lio stated that in Eastern ohurchos 
one would never hear a single word against 
Cblnero missioDs, bat out here they were a 
slanaar d iiiitid oi oppositfsu. 

The report waa adopted with the clause 
expunged. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell presented the report 
on Sabbath Schools, showing total number 
of Sabbath School pupils, 1,231 ; total av- 
erage, 910; total number of teachers, 109; 
total number of schools, 14 ; total amount 
raised per annum, l5l,347i The comraitteo 
recommended amongst other things that 
more proniinonco bo given to tem- 
pcranoo work in the Sunday Schoola 
and that the church should pay all 
the expenaes of the schools so that the con- 
tributions should be given to the mission 
work. 

Tho report \vi\a adopted. 

Kev. Mr. Wincliester presented tho report 
on the subject of " Sabbath Observance." 
This drew attention amongst other things, 
to the Sunday work being carried on at the 
Kaijuimalt Graving Dock under tho rules of 
the Dominion Govermiiedt, bimling alike on 
ofFioiala and employes. It stated tliat 
there was a marked improvement 
in Sabbath obaorvance generully, due 
principally to tho Sunday Closing 
Act. Tho hope waa expressed that a 
Dominion Sunday observance law would bo 
passed. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell, in seconding tho mo- 
tion to adopt tho report, expressed the hopo 
that some action would bo taken to close the 
small shops, etc., which now kept open on 
Sunday. 

Tho report wns adopted. 

Rov. Dr. CanipboU moved a lengthy reso- 
lution asking tho synod to overtnre the 
General Assembly to place foreign mission- 
aries on the same footing to the home Pres- 
bytery as the home missionaries are. 

Rev, Mr. McLeod opposed the motion. 

The debate was adjourned and the meet- 
ing also until 0:30 a. m. to-day.

The "Mystery" Returns From the 
West Coast With a Budget of 
Sealing Kews. 



No Tkliiiffs of the Sorrow Island Mas- 
sacre by tho "Eoscowitz"— 
Water Frout Gossip. 



The steamer Mystery, Capt. Anderson, 
returned from Ciayoquot Sound early yes- 
terday morning, where aho had delivered a 
(juantiiy of supplies for tho station. Tho 
steamer left here ou Saturday laat and had 
rather a rough passage down, but on the 
way back the weather waa fino and tho 
water smooth. She .brought home with her 
a quantity of furs from the store, and also, 
aa a passenger, Rt. Rev. Bishop Lemmena, 
who haa for aoveral weeks been visiting the 
Roman Catholic Indian missions in the 
north. On paeaing Village Island on tho 
way north, those on board the Mystery 
sighted one of the lost boats of the schooner 
Sapphire, and upon inquiry found nut from 
the Indians that the other was in the same 
inlet and that the natives who manned 
them were all safe. A call was accordingly 
made by the tug at Port San Juan to con- 
vey the news to tlin crew of the Sapphire, 
but it was tliere learned that tho 
schooner had gone out to sea again. 
It, was reported at Port San Juan that the 
Sapphire liiul 75 sealskins and the Triumph 
seven. The Sea Lion was thought to have 
tho top-line catch thus far, as she had been 
hunting in among a big herd of seals. It 
was also rejiortL-d at the same station that 
the Caaco had one of her boats smashed 
while carrying it ou deck. 

A nuiulicr of scidcia were sighted by tho 
Mystery on the homeward trip, hut only a 
few were close enough to bo spoken. Two 
American schooners were recognized — tho 
Hero, of Seattle, and the Annie, of I'ort 
Townseud. They were lying about ten 
miles this aide of Port San Juan, in Cana- 
dian waters. The first-named was at 
anchor and bad her boat aahore, while tho 
Annie appeared to be fishing about a quar- 
ter of a mile out. The sealing schooner 
Black Diamond, or Katherino, which left 
here about ten or twelve daya ago, had not 
arrived at Clayoquot when tho Mystery 
left, and it waa feared she bad been caught 
in the gale of Friday last. 

.NO NKWS I'KO.M THE NOriTlI. 

The steamer Barbara Boscowitz, Capt. 
Williams, completed an uneventful trip to 
tho North laat evening. She brought down 
as passengers : Mrs. Flewin, D. Morrison, 
' I'rcncli, W. Madden, R. H. Pidcoek 
and J. I'.owyer. The steamer brings no 
news wliatever of the trouble among the In- 
dians, and Purser J. Friend says he heard 
notliing of the massacre until Departure 
Bay was reached on tho way down. 

THE J. n. m'donali). 
Capt. Bryant, U. S. government inspector 
of boilers, went out on tlie tug Constance 
yesterday, to take a look at i!ie wreck of 
the steamer J. R. McDonald, which atill lies 
wliere it was first towed by tho tug Alert. 
No further legal steps were taken yester- 
day. Each of tho throe parties intoreated 
in the fight over the remains haa secured 
counsel and will push tho claim in the 
courts.

WHAT IS NEEDED. 

Tho Board of School Trustees propose to 
give the city good ward school buildings. 
This is well. More and better sohool ac- 

' coramodation is needed for the children 
than tho city now possesses. When the 
Trustees undertake to build school houses 
they should keep in view not only the pre- 
■.sent wants of tho city, but its requirements 
'for some time to oomo. Substantial, roomy 
struotares that will last for many yean and 
be ornaments to the city and a credit to it 
are not only the best, bat in the end tbc 

I x;heapest. School honses that always need 
repairing, and every now and then enlarg- 
inp;, are, beaides being moan and ugly, in- 
convenient and expensive. Vancouver has 
not Victoria a good example in this respect. 
The school houses of that city are large, 
•aabatantial, handsome and eon^ortahlt. It 
has taken a good deal of money to build 
them, it is true, but the expense will not 
have to he incurred agaiu, and the city will 
have all tho school accommodation it needs 

[ ioT some time to come. 

This city needs good ward schools, 
'in all ItK different sections. The children in 
'Qo part of it should have to walk far to iind 
(» Rchool as good and as well equipped in 
every reapeofc as there is in the Dominion of 
Canada. Tho citizens have thia matter in 
their own hands, We are glad to see that 

(.the Trustciea whom they have elected are 
ji-ali^e to the importance of supplying them 
with good andsu£Scient school accommoda- 
tion. V/e believe that thoy have the moral 
■ support of tho citizens, and when they re- 
^ Tuire it will obtain their material support. 
Xhe present school buildings of the city are 
Qo credit to it. It ia to every one's inter- 
est that thoy shall, withost unnecessary do- 
lay, be replaced by others more in keeping 
with the importance of the city and the in- 
'^telUgenoe of its inhabitants. 



THE B. 0. SOUTHERN. 

I . It ia to be hoped that the Dominion 
" Oovernment will give its favorable couEider- 
•ation to the resolution pa-saed by the Le^ia- 
lativo Assembly of this Province on Mon- 
day. Tho British Columbia Southern Rail- 
way is required for the immediate develop- 
ment of what promises to be the richest 
mineral district in this Dominion, and per- 
haps on this continent. The wont of rail- 
way aeconimodation has retarded tlio 
progroaa of the Kootcnuy eouutry. Rail- 
roads aro an absolute necessity to its ad- 
vancement. Tlie Dominion Parliament has 
been giving subsidies to railroads in differ- 
ent parts of the Dominion already acces- 
sible. Tho benefits conferred upon the 
country by the abort linen which have re- 
ceived Government aid hiive been oonaider- 
ablo, l)ut no line that wo know of so badly 
needed subsidy or waa calculated to do so 
rnucli good after it was built as do the sections 
of the Canada Southern for which a subsidy 
ia asked. Tho coal deposits of Crow's Nest 
Pass and tho areas adjacent are needed to 
.airtolt llio metals that are now buried in tho 
■'mountains ot this ICcotenay district. It 
would ueoni ii i if the coal were deposited in 



that place for tho very purpose of utilising 
the minerals of thn district. Without a 
railroad both the coal and the metallic ores 
are almost useless to the world, but when 
tlie road is built and. they are brought to- 
gether an impetus will be given to the 
development of that part of the Province 
which wiU increase both its weclih and its 
population to an indefinite extent. Tho 
poasibilitiea of that country are incalculably 
great, and it is to be hoped that the Domin- 
ion .Government will not be bftokward in 
doing its share towards finding out what 
those poBsibilities are'^ and making them 
available. 



WES TMINS TEJR Al ISIlEPIiKSENTED. 

Mr. J. C. Urown, JI. P. P., represents 
in the Legislative Assembly an intelligent 
and a law-abiding; constituency. The in- 
habitants of New Westminster have the 
reputation of being peouliarly strict in all 
tliat reliitea to propriety of conduct. Yet 
tlie rcprosentativo of tlieao law-abidiug, 
well-conducted people would level tho world 
to believe that they, if tha regulations of 
the Board of Health did not happen to 
please them, would resist those whose duty 
it was to enforce the law with " Winches- 
ters." Mr. Brown did what ho could to 
pliicu liie men be represented on the annio 
lend as tlio ignorant fanatical Russian pe.ia- 
anta who raised the cholera riots last sum- 
mer, and who maltreated and even mur- 
dered the physicians and nurses who were 
doing their utmost to prevent the spread of 
tho awful (iis'saso. 

We are i|uite certain that Mr. Brown 
from his place in tho Legislative Assembly 
on Monday misreprosentod and maligned 
tho citizens of New Westminster and the 
inhabitants of the Mainland generally. 
There may be some hot-headed, unthinking 
men among them who condemn what they 
do not understand and who may bo diapoaed 
to resist and do bodily barm to tho men 
whose duty it will bo to enforce reglatioiis 
necessary to preserve them and the rest of 
the oommanity from being cut off by dis- 
ease, but we are morally certain that tho 
great majority of them have too nuich sense 
and too great a respect for law to turn ujion 
their Irionds and preservers in tho way 
doEcribcd by Mr. Brown. 

From the manner in wliioh tho hon. msm- 
bor from New Westminster spoke, it is 
only natural to conclude that be approved 
of resistance to tho proposed health regula- 
tions, and that he would bo ono of tlioao 
who would nso his "Winchester" to pre- 
vent their being carried out if ho did not 
want to obey them. This is certainly a 
peculiar attitude for a maker of laws and 
an oiScial of the Dominion Government to 
tako. It is evident that Mr. Hunter so 
ur:dr.i::tocil him, for he said very truly tluit 
he " hud always found in hia experience 
char, tho men wlio bragged most about their 
courage and their wonderful nerve wore tho 
very first to go to the rear when there waa 
a row." Bub whether Mr. Brown would 
back his "prave orta " by acts equally 
" prave " or not, is immaterial ; such lan- 
guage as he used, coming from a 
man in hia position, cannos but be 
productive of mischief. Men suppoaed to 
be intelligent and religious should bo 
the very last to give tho ignorant, tho pas- 
sionate and the disorderly among their fel- 
low citizens tho slightest semblance of a pro- 
text for resisting tho law by riQo or shotgun 
or physical force in any shape. On tlie con- 
trary, they should be the first to aet tho ex- 
ample of cheerful and intelligent obedience 
to the bealtii regulations, oven when tluy 
do not see very olearly the necessity of the 
measures resorted to. 

In thia matter of tho preaervation of tho 
public health, particularly, there is much 
misapprehension among ignorant people, 
and people, indeed, who are not generally 
considered ignorant. If obedience to the 
health regulations puts them to inconveni- 
ence and expense, they are inclined to re- 
sent tho interference of authority and to re- 
fuse obedience aa long as they dare, Tliey 
do not see tho necessity of the regulatioua 
that are obuoiioua to them and it would be 
a hopeless task to attempt to instruct them. 
Besides, there are exigencies in which there 
is no time to reason. Prompt obedience to 
authority is what ia required. But Mr. 
Brown, instead of siding with those 
who understand wliat they are doing and 
who frame regulationa for tho safety of tlio 
people, would make tho ignorant and tho 
uninsiructed judges of the necessity of the 
regulations and would encourage resistance 
to their enforcement oven by " Winches- 
tors" when they do not see fit to obey 
them. 

Tliia is not the position \vhich such men 
as Mr. Brown aro expected to take. Intel- 
ligent men know that Boards of Health re- 
quire nothing from citizens, even when thoy 
ore most exacting, that tho preservation of 
thopubliolieall.il does not retiuire. They 
have no oartlily interest in asking llio poo- 
plu to do what ia unncecs'iary or iiiu'tfnl. 
Every rule thoy make, every onJer 
they issue, is known by intelligent and 
sensible men to bo for the public good. 
They aro guided by lioth experience and 
science. What possible exeuae can there bo, 
therefore, for thoae who forcibly resist tlieir 
authority '.' The only one ia tliat made for 
tho unhappy Kuaaians, who rose against 
those wlio were attending thn uiifurtuiiatea

who wore stricken with cholera. Misery 
had mode them mad, they were deplorably 
ignorant: and. they had listened to and be- 
lieved tho atrocious lijos that were told them 
by fools and fanatics. But this excuse can- 
not be made for tho resistanco which Mr. 
J. C. Brown predicts and does not dia- 
courago. . ' 

AN A ME JUG AN VIEW. 

The following paragraph from Harper's 
Weekly of the 25th inat., shows how intelli- 
gent and oonaoientioua United States citi- 
zens regard the Hawaiian revolution and the 
attempt to annex that country without tho 
consent of its inhabitants and without 
inquiry : 

Tho manner in which the recent revolution 
in Hawaii was brought about ia eiguilicaut. 
Lot it bo granted that Queen Liliuokalini ia 
a very improper person to sit upon a throne 
and that her attempt, to impose a new con- 
stitution upon her people waa very objec- 
tionable. But the movement that overthrew 
her waa not a popular movement. It was a 
niovmnent set on foot by a handful of Aiiieri- 
can residents, cneourageJ, if not instigated, 
by tho American minister and sup- 
ported by the armed forces of an American 
man-of-war. In other words, a foreign in- 
fluence upset the existing government and 
put in its place a government of 
its own who;e oonatituenoy is only a very 
small minority of the inhabitants of Hawaii. 
And this government by intruders for in- 
truders, bom of a cffiipdem<fin, ofTers us the 
Hawaiian Islands for annexation to the 
United States. Its authority in Hawaii is 
owing to the general belief that it baa the 
power of the United States at its back. Its 
credit in the United Stotes is owing to the 
fact that its authority in Hawaii aeema to 
be generally submitted to. 0/ tbo true 
feelings of the majoiity of the Hawaiian 
people we know very little, and the annex- 
ation of Hawaii is to be cirectod, 
an far as our (lovernment ia concerned, lie- 
fore we know more. The fornml asaenc of 
the Hawuiiun people to their inrnrpDralion 
in tho United Stales aa a condition prece 
dent to unnexalion, does not seem to bo 
tliouKlit (jf. The thing ia to bo done lioro 
as (juickly as it was done there without 
sober examination of tho nature of the act 
and ita eonse'iuencea by mere " snap." To 
atimulato our greoil wo are told that uuleaa 
we take Hawaii England will take it. Noth- 
ing could bo more al»nrd. 

Anything moro different from tho ordi- 
nary alap-dash American newapaper article 
on tho (jiiestion of the annexation of Hawaii 
than this, can hardly be imagined. The 
above ia reasonable and conscientious; in 
the articles we alludo to one searohes in 
vain for tho slightest indication ot cither 
tho exercise of re;i6on or the workinga of 
con.«cier.cc.

They had 
not gone very far outside the boundary 
when the horse took fright and ran away, 
upsetting the buggy and its oocupants. The 
voangUdy was thrown in tho brush and 
had her dress so badly torn that her gallant 
waa obliged to doff his sartout and give it 
to her. He himself received a severe 
shaking, but when the livery people next 
day billed him for §20 damages to tho 
buggy and harness he was so taken back 
that he vowed it would be his last buggy 
ride in Nanaimo.

Rt. Rev. Bishop Lemmens, who returned 
yesterday front an extended trip among the 

Indian miasiona of the West Coast, reports 
having had quite an evoDtful trip. He 
sailed up to Clayociuot in the schooner Otto, 
and proceeded from there in an Indian canoe 
up the coaat as far as Capo Cook. The trip 
waa rendered rough and not a little danger- 
ous by the heavy and continuous storms of 
the past few weeks. Tho Indians say that 
tho weather was rougher during that time 
than they have over known it to bo before. 
The result was that from the frequent in- 
terruptions a trip originally intended to laat 
only two weeks lengthened out into six. Aa 
an illustration of tlie dangers encountered 
during that time the Bishop gives the fol- 
lowing : 

" It was," says he, "on February 3 that 
in returning from Hesquiot we came very 
near going down. The Indians who were 
managing the canoe, fearing ice in the rear 
of Flores Island, resolved to go out around it. 
At first, though tho sea was rolling very 
heavily, tho waves did not break, and wo 
did very well, but on getting out around 
the poiut the swells began to break in a 
manner which momentarily threatened to 
swamp our craft. Only by tho hardest 
work could we keep tho canno baled out 
aulficiently to keep afioat, Wo ran before 
tho atorm in this way for eighteen miles, 
which distance wo covered in two hours. 
It waa a very narrow escapo. 

"Father Brabant, wlio is in charge of the 
nussion at Hesijuiot, reports a very satis- 
factory condition of alFairs in his section. 
Nearly all the tribes contain eotno converts 
to Catlioliciam, but the greater number aro 
among the Olayoquots aud Hesquiots. 

" During the recent cold snap a canoe 
containing aix Chiat Indians was lost dur- 
ing a trip from Dodges Cove to Nilinat and 
they have not been heard from aince. They 
probably went down in tho storm. Some 
weeks ago a canoo load of Indians — an old 
man and hia wifo and a young woman and 
her child — were wrecked, and only the 
young woman escaped, 

" Some Kitsemat Indians came up on the 
steamer Myaterj' to try to get a schooner to 
go sealing. During the trip we aighted tho 
sealers Ainoka, Beatrice, Pioneer and Tri- 
umph. They all reported rather bad luck 
owing to tho continued rough weather. Tho 
canoes of tho Triumph were destroyed by 
the wind, and on thia aohooner'a trip tho 
captain had the ' pleasure ' of running into 
thousands of seals which he was unable to 
get at. The few remaining canoes were 
lowered and fifteen skins secured in a short 
time. 

" I heard nothing directly from the In- 
dians regarding the wreck of the Maggie 
Mac, as I only went up as f^r aa Kyuquot 
Sound, and the wreck is supposed to be ly- 
ing in Quatsino Sound, near Ct-po Scott. 
From tho news brought iu by tho white men 
I cm inclined to think that tho wreck is 
really tliat of the Maggio Mac. 

" We did not land near tho wreck of tho 
Michigan, but as wo came down thu coaat 
wo sighted the place. There were somo 
tenia oracled and men seemed to bo work- 
ing around tho wreck aa if guarding it. 
There aenined to be a largo uun)l)ur of In- 
diana aliout, as amoke waa ascending in all 
directions. I cannot say if Gflicer McNeil 
was among them, but it ia quite possible 
that ho ia. 

" There is one point whieh I think should 
bo touched upon, and that is the carrying on 
of winter trade among tlie Indiana. Al- 
most all tho tribes have become ao accua- 
tomed to tho use of " wliito man'a food " 
lh;i,l they do not like to bo without it. Yet 
laat winter ihero waa ii great acarcity of 
auch proviaiona. Now, there ia no reason 
why some of tho schooners which remain 
tied up in port liere all winter might not bo 
sent up loaded with provisions and do a very 
profitable business. The Indians generally 
are quite well provided with money and 
articles for barter, and I am sure would buy 
freely. I wonder that some of tho Victoria 
merchants do not look the matter up." 

Though at this season of tho year the dif- 
fioulties of travel aro so great, yet it is the 
time when such a visit us that by Bishop 
Lemmens may bo made v, ith greatest ud- 
viintage, a.a the Indians aro nearly all at 
homo. When thu weallier booome.s fim^r 
they will, of cinirse, disperso to engage in 
their usual occuijations of si:al limiting, liali- 
iiig or hop pieliing. His Lordship, "llioro- 
fore, cheerfully aaerillocB his personal com- 
fort in 01 ler to eU'eetually promote llio 
welfare of bis Indian charges.

The action of D, F. Adama va. the N. E. 
T. &L. Co. (L'd.) waa tried yeaterday bo- 
fore Hia Lordship Mr. Justice Drake and 
tho following apecial jury : A. B. Gray 
(foreman), P. T. Johnston, Jno. FuUorton, 
Herbert Kent, A. C. Flumerfelt, T. C. 
Sorby, Wm. Wilaou and W. J. Pendray. 

The cause of action aa disclosed by tho 
evidence arose as follows : Ou Saturday, 
tho I.3ch of June, 1891, the plaintiff *took 
the half-past five oar at tho corner of Gov- 
ernment and Yatea atrecta, which car was 
going in tlio direction of the power house. 
Mr. Adams statca that oppoaito the Tele- 
graph hotel tho conductor collected his faro 
but did not give a tranafer ticket ultliongh 
aaked to do so. At the power house the 
plaintilT changed cars, untl, on starting, was 
aaked for his faro by the new conductor. 
Mr. Adauia refused to pay and the con- 
ductor summarily cjccteil liim.

$'20. The act of tho conductor waa, there- 
fore, wholly outside tho acopo of his agency 
for tho company, which extends only to 
authorize him in doing such acts aa tho 
company themselvea could do. " If the net 
had been one which the company were 
legally authorized to do, it might have been 
put aa having been done with the authority 
of tho company.' Poulton v. L. it S. W. 
Railway .'iO, L. J. Q. B. 20-t. There 
were no express instructions from the 
company to the conductor to act aa 
he did. There was no ratification. 
The exproaaiooB of approval of tho act of tho 
conductor by the company's manager in his 
examination beforo the Registrar do not 
bind the company. 

Subject to leave reserved to tho defend- 
ants to move for a nonsuit on tho points 
taken. His Lordship left the case to the 
jury, on tho basis that the defendants were 
responsible for the acta of tho conductor 
and instructing them to the effect that tho 
fact of the plaintiff having paid a faro that 
would entitle him to ride on both oars 
made it a trespass to put hini off the second 
car because he could not produce a transfer 
ticket.

Mr. KiTciii.N intrnduccd a bill to amend 
the Munioipiil Act; read a first time;

SCHOOL act amendment. 

The House wort into committee of the 
■wholo on tho School Act Amendment bill, 
Mr. Keliie in tliO chair. 

An amendment was introduced by Hon. 
Mr. Bcaven, permitting the cities to have a 
separate polling booth for the election of 
school truateea. 

Dr. Milne moved an amendment to 
(itneud seg. G, sub-sec, 10, so as to prevent 
the Cancellation of teachers' certiticatea by 
the Council of Public Instruction except for 
immorality. 

Hon. Col. Baker said he would have to 
firmly oppose the proposed amendment, aa 
it was neoessary beyond all question of a 
doubt that the power should remain as it 
-was in the bands of the OouDcil of Public 
Instruction. He showed what the law was 
in Ontario end Manitoba, and that in those 
provinces the matter of cancellation or rt- 
yoking of oertiQoates was placed in not 
such high hands us the Council of Public 
Instruction, but in tho hands of subordin- 
ates of tho Department, such as iuspectofa. 

Dr. Milne referred to what he called 
"tho unjust treatment" of J. P. McLeod, 

Mu. Semlin brought up tho Muir case. 

Hon. Coi,. Bakek was compelled by what 
had been said by the hon. member for Yale 
(Mr. Semlio) to bring up the Muir matter 
again and to read to tho "climax" of tho 
correspondence between himself and the 
Board of TrusteeB of Comox. He did not 
wish to go through the whole of the volumin- 
ous corrcflpoudeiice, but would read tho last 
letter be had written, Avhich was as fol- 
lows ; 

" Victoria, Nov. 7th, 1892. 

" To the Hoard of School Tnistcc.% South 
Comox : 

"Gentlemen: — I have tho honor to ac- 
knowledge the receii)t of your letter of the 
3rd jnat., informing me that in accordance 
with the inatructiona conveyed in my letter 
of the 20th ult. , you have notified ]\Ir. Muir 
that he can no longer teach in the South 
Comox school and that ho has tendered his 
resignation, but that you havo felt it in- 
outmient upon you to resign your position 
as trustees, as you find it impossible to 
carry out tho wishes of the parents of the 
children, who are unanimous in speaking 
very highly of Mr. Muir. 

" With every desire of this Department 
to meet the wishes of the parents of 
the children who attend the South 
Comox school, it is quite impossible 
that it can do so in the case of Mr. Muir, 
and I feel sure that if those parents were 
cognizant of all the oiroamstances of tho 
oaso they would bo tho first to acknowledgo 
the justice of the dociaion of the Depart- 
ment of Kduc:ition. 

" It is not tho ability of Mr. Muir to 
teach, which is in queation, but his conduct 
to this Department, whicli is the directing 
power over the public schools of tliia 
I'rovince. 

"In I8S9, Mr. Muir held a lirst-olasa 
grade A certilicato of qualification aa a 
teacher, which was cancelled for perHiatont 
neglect to obey tho rules and rogulutiouB 
proscribed for the government of public 
schools, ns well us for giosa inaolence 
shown to tho DeparLiiicnt of ICduc Uioa. 

" Mr. Muir persisted in his attacks upon 
this department both in the public press 
and in his correspondenco, and ho had hia 
case brought before a select committee of 
the Legislative Assembly. Four out of the 
five members of that select committee, after 
an exhaustive examination of the case, re- 
ported 

" ' That we can only charactori/.o Mr. 
Muir's correspondence with the Education 
Department as showing insubordination and 
insolenci^ to those in authority. From the 
evidence adduced and the correspondenco 
presented, we oonsider that the earlier can- 
cellation of Mr. Muir's certificate would 
have been in tho best interests of education, 
aa we believe that for a cousiderable time 
ho was not a fit and proper person to hove 
charge of any ijublic school.' 

" Tho Board of ICxaminera have since re- 
peatedly refused to grant Mr. Muir a certifi- 
cate. 

"Section i>2 of tho I'ublic School Act, 
1890, expresoly aliitea that 'No pernon shall 
bo appointed or rcliii:ii:.l as a tiMialior in any 
public school, unle.'is he shall hold. lirst, 
second, or third cliisa ci;rtilicato, or a tem- 
porary certificate of qualification.' 

" Mr. Muir has been granted a petition 
of right by which ho can have hia case 
against tho Government tried in a court of 
law if he pleases to do so. 

" Sinco I have had tho honor of being 
ploced at the head of this IJepartiiieiit, 1 
havo received letters from Mr, iMuir vilify- 
ing Dr. Pope and one of the inapuctois of 
schools, and also threatening to myself, and 
this at the very time when ho was seeking 
for a temporary certificate which would 
have placed him under tho ooutrol of the 
very officers he was vilifying. 

"Tho only charitable construction which 
can be placed upon such conduct is that 



Mr. Muir his a craze for notoriety, which 
would certainly unfit him for tho discipline 
which io necessary in a largo department 
such as that of Public Education. 

" I can only reiterate that, with every 
desire to meet tho wishes of the parents of 
the South ConuiK sciiool children, it is im- 
poaaiblc to do so in this cuao, for tho rea- 
sons given, and I must, therefore, recjuest 
that tho Board of School Truatess will at 
once appoint a duly qualified teacher to 
the school, 

" I havo the honor to be, gentleroeuj 
" Your moat obedient servant, 
(Signed) " James Baker, 

"Minister of Education." 

To show what kind of a man Mr. Muir 
was ho read the following letter written to 
himself by Mr. Muir : 

"Comox, Sept. 1, 1892. 
" Hon. Col. Baker, I^liiiinler of Education : 

" Dear Sir : — I sent you some time ago 
about four or five pages of foolscap giving a 
few sketches of the history of two in your 
oflice (Supt. Pope and Inspector Wilson). 
I feel it to bo my duty to warn you of these 
so that if you ever get caught making any 
falso statomenta in tho House, aa was tho 
Hon. Jno. Robaon about February 27, 1SS7, 
on educational matters on tho authority of 
Superintendent Pope, you will have your- 
self to blame. I warn you also because I 
would scorn to adopt the tactics of tho late 
rotten department over which you havo now 
tho honor to preside, viz., to stab a man in 
the back and then cut his head off (mcta- 
pliorically). I give you fair warning, and 
if anything should occur in the Education 
Department deserving censure, be sure you 
will get it. Are you prepared to have it 
flourish in the papers and in dodgers that a 
Minister of the Crown pat his name to a 
letter containing false Statements 1 Yet that 
is ^vhat tho late Hon. John Bobson had to 
suifcr, aud as it was true he had to grin and 
bear it. But that was nothing to what poor 
teachera sulfur from tho abominable laOtica 

of the late iilducation Department " and 

so ou. 

Did any hon. gentleman of the Houao 
wish any further proof as to wholher or not 
Mr. Muir was a fit and proper person to 
teach children '! No, ho thought not. He 
did not wisli to weary tho House further, 
aud thero was no need for it. 

Mk,. AlACiiENZiE charged that when bo 
had been .Superintendent of Education a 
coaapiracy had been gotten up against him. 
Ho ridiculed tho idea of cancelling a 
teacher's certilicato for impertinence. 

Hon, Mr. Davie reviewed tho oircum- 
stancea of the Muir and McLeod cases and 
the investigations by select committees of 
the Legislature, In the Muir case tho re- 
port of the committee, one of the members 
of which was the first lieutcuaut of the hon. 
leader of the Opposition, only cenaured tho 
Government of the day becauso they had 
not sooner cancelled th'j certilicato. In the 
McLeod case tho report of tho minority 
found Mr. MoLeod guilty of a gross breach 
of discipline, but tliought tho puniahnient 
too severe. Continuing, ho said that tho 
law, as it stood on tho statute 
book, wab admitted to bo tho cor- 
rect one, and even hon. gentlemen 
opposite only complained that tho law waa 
not properly carried out, yet they knew full 
well that they dared not go to the country 
and state as a point against the Government 
thut it was a Government that would under 
all circumstances enforce the law. 

Mk, CnoKT created much laughter by 
reading from tho Times a letter in which 
Mr. MoLeod freely expressed hia opinion of 
tho hon. members for Vancouver City and 
New Westminster district (Messrs. Cotton 
and Kitchen). 

Mr. Kitchen opposed the amendment. 

Mr. Cotton said that as one of the mem- 
bers of the MoLeod select committee of last 
year, ho was prepared to stand by every- 
thing ho had done, and he did not propose 
to pay any attention to what had been writ- 
ten in tho newspapers. He opposed the 
amendment, advising the hon. member for 
Victoria City (Dr. Milne) to withdraw it. 

Tho amendment was lost on a show of 
hands — 5 for, 21 against. 

The committee rose and reported tho bill 
complete with amendments. 

I'DHLIC HEALTH BILL. 

The House went into committee of the 
whole on the Public Health Bill, Mr. Grant 
in tho chair. 

After some disoussion, an amendment 
made by Mr. Brown to permit the Legisla- 
ture to frame the general rules was voted 
down. 

The committee rose, reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 
The House adjourned at 5:55 p. m. 

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

Mr. Speaker Higgins was engaged at tho 
law courts yesterday nntil late in the 

afternoon. 

Wednesday (to-day) is private bills day. 
There are several such measures to be ad- 
vanced a stage. 

Tho eatiiiialea are expected some day this 
week. The night aeasioua will begin aa 
uaual when tho Itouse gnca into supply. 

The evidence uud report of the Carpenter 
Creek committee will probably bo priut'jd 
and laid before the House to-day. 

There is a report of tho Private Billa com- 
mittee whicli waa to have been presented 
yesterday, but was loft over on account of 
Mr. Martin being in tho Speaker's chair. 

Mr. Cotton baa made a suggestion to tho 
Minister of Education ?e cjmpulsory at- 
tendance at schools of children between the 
ages of seven and thirteen. Ho has not 
moved any amendment, but wished to have 
the idea considered by the Oovemment. 

The act to further amend the Railway 
Act deals principally with registration. 
Ono clause permits a company or indi- 
vidual, corporate body, etc., to bo a 
trustee, and as such to register a bill of 
sale, etc., in the Province without becoming 
incorporated under the Companies Ac'. 

Mr. Kitchen, who was one of the ii-oailiiTS 
of the select committee uppoinlcd laiL sea- 
sion to inquire into tho cancellaiion of tho 
teacher's cc-rtilicate held by J. P. lilcLtod, 
declared yeetenlay that he had never used 
the words, " gross breach of discipline," in 
the minority report. He afterwards looked 
tho matter up and explained to the House 
that lio was mistaken. 

A deputation from ICaslo City waited up- 
on the Gove. iinicnt ycaterday and urged 
their claims to conaidcratinn. Thoy repre- 
acnt tho parties who had the roati built 
from Kaslo to Fish Creek and vicinity, in 
which cntorpriac thoy expended aud made 
tliemaelvca responsihlo for in the nciglilior- 
hood of f .'!.'!, 000. They ask tho Government 
for some assistance. Tho members of the 
Government who weru interviewed promis- 
ed to give tho matter careful consideration.

(Now York Herald.) 
The ice bridge at Niagara Fulls this 
winter ia the greateat that has been known 
for years. The fame aod beauty of it has 
- iispreacl for maay miles, and from all parts of 
' New York and from adjacent parts of Can 
ada thouBunda have gone, and many more 
will journey, before the season ia over to be 
hold one of the moat wonderful sights in the 
world— the great cataract in the glory of its 
full winter dresa, Kailroad trains aro 
arrmng and departing, orctwdod with tra 
velers from far and near, and tho New York 
Central has been compollod to put on extra 
-eara to acooniniodato the rush. 

Tho Prospect House, on tlie Amorici.n 
side, ia open and iu full ewiiic;, and hua as 
iTi'iny guests almoab as it ever has, even iu 
sumiiier. Tho luclinod railway ia running, 
the guides aro on hand, tho much-nialignod 
hackman ia ubiquitoua, but on runnnra in 
stead of wheeld ; the curiosity und souvenir 
shops and photographers aro all doing 
good business, and tho town ia full of 
strangers. Tho good people of Niiigara 
have not been able to go to sleep, us usual, 
for an all-v. inter's nap — like u liybernating 
bear — but have to liuatla to entertain tho 
unusual rush of tourists. There never has 
been anything quite like it in winter at 
Niagara Falls before. 

Rarely has the rushing torrent of the 
Niagara river been so choked with boulders 
of ice as it ia now. Tliey lie piled in Titanic 
heaps, as though, in some mighty hattlo of 
tho ciants, tho combatants had used as 
missiles these monstrous frozen rocka and 
left: them as they arc— heaped in tumultu- 
. OUB masaes. The snow that hnu fallen since 
the ioo gors;o began has rounded and 
smoothed over the rough edges of the ice, 
'.'and the ice bridge now extends in an uu- 
- broken stretch of a quarter of a mile from 
where the angry stream awiria toward tho 
American side np almost to the boiling 
"Cauldron into which the water makes its 
.- giant plunge from the cliff above. 

All around the foot of the cataract the 
never-ceaaing spray has frozen aa it fell and 
built up monatroua mounds of ice, whiuti 
have grown higher and higher during tho 
prolonged cold snap, until now aomo of 
theao curioualy-shapon hills of solid snow 
and frozen vapor tower ambitiously to more 
than half the height of tho cataract itaelf. 
The gracefully-swinging curvea of ono of 
theao frozen mounds must bo fully a hun- 
dred feet in height, its apex being only 
about sixty feet below the top of the falla. 

On all aides, from tho ice fields, rise 
iitrangc, fantastic atalagniitca of solid ice, 
formed, like the mounds, from tho accumu- 
lation of frozen vapor j while from the 
ahelving rocks above hang monatroua icicles 
and Btaluotitea. The weird grandeur of 
their effect is increased by tho groat 
' clouds and jeta of vapor which 
riao here and there. In the frosty 
air they look exactly like clouds 
of steam burstijig from tho frozen sea below, 
and you find it difficult to convince yourself 
that the surging flood beneath the ice ia nob 
literally at boiling heat, and that the whito 
vapor ia not indeed jeta of steam. And as 
youi gaze, awe-atruck, upon the wondrous 
accDc, you hear nature's musical accompani- 
ment to this frozen epic— the deep di&passc 
' of the cataract's hoarse roar. 

Nothing; can be grander or more majeatic 
than the wonderful cataract in ita winter 
ivgairb, nothing more striking than tho 
stormy torrent' below, struggliog through 
Its. fetters of ice, every inoment breaking 
ofil: hu^e pieces >Bud sending them angrily 



transformation which has, been.. wrought by 
the heavy coating of frozen spray and ice, 
which ' completely covers every and shrub, 
and rock and hillside ? ' , 

\Vho can picture tho weird, fantaatio 
fairyland effects of acres of auoh forests ot 
such dainty tracery ? The ever rising 
miata, tho clouds of spray from the falls, 
have touched every exposed object, freezing 
as they fell. The long continued cold snap 
and the frequent snowfalls have thickened 
this enamelling until tho result is indescrib- 
ably beautiful und picturesque. A lirive 
through Prospect park, on the American 
side, across tho Suspension bridge and 
through tho Victoria park, in Canada, is a 
never ending aeries of delightful surprises. 

Tho trees nearest tho shore and most ex- 
posed to the spray aro so completely covered 
that not a spot on trunk or branch, or a 
leaf of the original tree ia viaible. The 
sleety covering is not transparent, The 
spray hna frozen a transkccnt whito with a 
gla/,e of ico over it, whicli sparkles in tho 
sunlight with prianuitic ell'ecta, like raillioua 
and niilliona of priceleaa gems. It ia as 
though each tree had been carved from 
frozen snow and crusted with diamonds and 
jewel.! by some workman of niarveloua skill, 
who has followed all tho delicate tracery of 
the tree in ita every detail of loaf and bud.

«-dciwn into the whirlpool whore poor Capt. 
Webb and so many more brave but fool- 
hardy men have loat their lives. 

It gives you a momentary ahiver as you 
stand upon an ico hummock and look off 
towards the wicked, black torrent, re- 
alizing that the aumo ruahing, treaoheroua 
waters are surging under the ice beneath 
your feet. You remember to have read 
how suddenly the Niagara ice bridge haa 
broken up in previoua years, and you turn 
to your guide and aak him if there ia alwaya 
a warning and aufTiciont time to clamber 
back to shore. He reasaurea you, and 

, points to the men and boys with sleds and 
toboggans and barrel staves coasting down 
tho sides of the smaller ice hill, and then, 
with a smile, to the temporary houses which 
have been erected on tho ice. lint you know 
there ia a spice of danger, and it adds to 
your enjoyment. 

Roads and paths have been cut through 
the icy hummocks connecting tho Canadian 
and American ahorea, and along these path- 
waya are little frame houses and booths, 
where tired and hungry tourists may rest 
and rofroah themselves. There aro fires in 
these little refreshment houses and you may 
sit and warm yourself it you are cold, 

fiut it ia astonishing, by the way, how 
much cold you can stand withont the least 
discomfort up at Niagara. You almost ex- 

feet to freeze if the thermometer goes down 
elow zero in New York, arid when your 
guide shows you it is six degrees below on 
the ice you can scarcely credit it, for you 
aro all aglow, and the warm blood goes ting- 
ling through your veins like wine. Whether 
it is the exercise of scraniblinc! over tho 
rough ioi) or tlie grandeur of tho scone, or 
botli togull-.or, you do not know, but you 
ce.'-lainly do not feel tho cold at Niagara if 
you wrap up moderately well and keep your 
feet und e.<rii well ]irotecled. 

But if you are not cold tht ro in an appe- 
tizing odor of hot sauaugij.s und eteaniiiig 
cofi'ee.H coming from one of the cabins — hOl' 
sAs.sjlCS— ia liie way the proprietor spells 
and writes it, und you fjn in und relrt.sh 
yourself. 

A little later you lind unothcr shunty 
where a sign tells you that they sell hot 
whiskey punches. Vou go in and try, and, 
lo ! you Imvo a most delightful surprise. 
You are on the Canadian aide and it ia 
white wheat whiskey of tho nnoat delicious 
flavor. Y'uu take a sip and you are glad 
you oame. You make up your mind to 
give the guide an extra tip. You take a 
swallow of that punch and you feel that you 
could ho kind to your mother-in-law. Vou 
take another and you forgive your worst 
enemy. " The world Is mine 1" It's worth 
while coming from New York to Niagara 
Falla just to taste tnat whiskey. 

Then you climb back to the shore and you 
find as you go that you and everybody you 
meet are covered lilerully from hnad to foot 
with a silver mail of ico. It ia the spr.vy 
from the falls whicli has enveloped you and 
which hua frozen the iiiuuient it touches 
you. Your moustache bus turned white in 
an instant, ao haa your hair and so have 
your eyelashes. The ell'oct of tlieso moving 
figures, dud iu ico, is exceedingly odd and 
piclurcE(|UC. 

But who can dcseril)e the work of tho 
frost king amid tho trees ond shrubbery 
along the shores above — the wonderful 



To TUB Editob ; — I was much surprised 
at the contents of a letter in this morning's 
issue of the Colonist beaded " Streets iu 
Rockland," and signed by "Tar Flat." 
Even the heading of hia letter is erroneous 
in that he Bpeaks of the " streets " of Rock- 
laud, there being only one street there, and 
that one a continuation of Belcher street. 
This " flat's " memory haa evidently played 
him false in that the inhabitanta on Koelc- 
laud avenue did not petition the Uoutuul 
laab fall to make their road under tho L'jcal 
Improvement by-law. A petition was aent 
in to tho Council in tho usual way, and the 
result of thia petition waa an ofl'er from the 
Council to grade and sidewalk the road 
under the Local Improvement ayatem, Two 
or three lettera were aont in requesting the 
city to go ahead without having couaulted 
the majority of property holdora on the 
avenue. 

Tho following are tho roaaons for demur- 
ring to tho propoaed scheme of constructing 
a road on Rockland avenue, of which notice 
was given by the City Assessor on the 28th 
December last : 

Recently thia portion of tho diatrict has 
been included within the city Umita, and 
property holders were at the time given to 
understand that the usual benefits, of which 
roada are the chief, would thereby bo secur- 
ed, as in other parta of tho city. On this 
representation no opposition was olFered, 
the land was at [Onco very heavily taxed, 
which ought to constitute a claim for treat- 
ment in regard to roads at least equally with 
other parts of the city. Instead of this, it 
was proposed to take advantage of 
ho " Local Improvement By. law," 
uat as the late CouDoil were vacating oflioe, 
and unlesa tho members were re-elected it 
might be taken for granted they would no 
longer be actively interested in the experi- 
ment of testing the new by-law. A fresh 
council then came in. Several of the mem- 
b !rs of the late council in public expressed 
their disapproval of the by-law. Such an 
t can never bo deemed fair unlesa all 
future improvements are to be carried out 
nder ita operation. 

Where h tho justice of compelling certain 
localities to undertake tho whole expense of 
their own roada, and in addition taxing 
them for roads elsewhere in the city ? Tho 
mode of assessment, too, ia manifestly un- 
fair, being baaed on frontage oiili/ instead 
of af.rc(v/c, all of which is benefited by tho 
adjacent road. The length of road to bo 
constructed ia, more or less, about GOO yards. 
For thia a sum of §5,000 was required. The 
few attempts to improve the existing road 
in Rockland avenue have been absurd ; no 
proper steps have been undertaken to got 
rid of the wui,er, nor of tho upper black soil 
which constitutes the present chief impedi- 
ment to tho passage of vehicles ; this soil is 
from one to two feet deep in depth, the 
subsoil being generally hard clay or gravel, 
either being well adapted for the foundation 
of a proper road ; such a largo sum being 
asked for so short a length of road, the pub- 
lic are entitled to know how the estimate is 
arrived at, and what thoy have a right to 
expect. The assessor in the notification 
merely stated tho intention of grading and 
laying a sidewalk. 

The City Engineer some while ago refer- 
ring to thia very road, defined grading to 
mean making a ditch on either side 
of the road and throwing the ma- 
terial excavated into the middle of 
tho road ; thia atyle of road mak- 
ing would be of no use to our road cor 
would it be worth a tenth part of the 
?5, 000.00. If tho road is ever to be made 
with the money of tho adjacent prop- 
erty owners, thny will require an ap- 
proved .specification showing how the work 
is propoaed to be done before sanctioning 
the outlay. 

It may bo remarked there ia already a. 
good sidewalk extending about ono half the 
distance on one side of the road. Nothing was 
said of any guarantee that the city would 
take over the road after conatruction, and 
maintain it iu order, and after making it we 
did not know whether or not we should be 
taxed juab as heavily aa usual for roada else- 
where in tho city. 

The public meanwhile have the use of our 
road, being a very favorite drive in the 
summer, and in fact would use it more than 
we ourselves could do. Besides the actual 
cost of constructing the road, which perhaps 
might be arbitrarily increased by the 
Council, there aro collateral expenses such 
aa ligliting, police protection, etc., which 
we might also bo called upon to pay by 
virtue of tho aame act. 

Tho inhabitants of Rockland avenue aro 
perfectly willing to aseiat the city in any 
way in reason, but it ia most unfair that 
they should be called upou to pay the whole 
expense of making a rood which is to bo 
Used as much by outaidera as themaelves.

A. 'NEW INDUSTRY 



Witk ■"Wonderful Possibilities, to Be 
Established iii Victoria— Pre- 
paratory Arrangements. 

The Eutpvprise Mauulacturitifr Coni- 
])auy, aud What It Aims at 
, Aceomplisbingr. 



A new industry, with wonderful posai 
bilitics, will be established in Victoria with' 
ia the next month or ■six weeks. Already 
all tho preparatory arrangements have been 
made, a company started, and contracts 
entered into for tho erection of u factory, 
and the supply of material. Tho company 
will bo known aa tho Victoria Kntorpriho 
Manufacturing company. During tho past 
couple of months upwards of twenty tons of 
bones havo beon ahipped [from Victoria to 
San Francisco, there to bo converted into 
every article of commerce into which 
it is possible to convert bone. And 
what an cndleea variety of articles 
tho old bono ia capable of produc- 
ing ! Its products, when ro-shipped to this 
country in a manufactured state, pay duty 
at tho rate of 20 per cent., and even then 
tho Uianufaoturer makes a very big profit. 

Tho Kuterpriae Company has beon started 
witli the oUJect of treating tlie " raw ma- 
tcrinl " at home, and has ueoured the ser- 
vices of Mr. A. Lamm, a gentleman wlio haa 
had a long practical experience in 
such a buBinesa both in tho Old 
Country and in Toronto. Tho company 
has secured fivo acres of land on tho Tolmio 
estate, and contracts havo been awarded for 
tho building aud furnishing of a first chisa 
factory, which, it ia hoped, will bo in opera- 
tion by the end of this month or early in 
April. Contracts havo also been made with 
the local butchera for all tlio bones and olfal 
of their establiahmonts, while a «holo army 
of Cliinamen are scouring the city collociing 
old bonea and receiving good remunerai ion 
for tlieir eervicea. Thia army of Bcavenf;era 
cannot fail to bo of advantage to tho > ity 
from a sanitary point of view, and it is to 
be hoped that there will be uo repetitioti of 
the farce enacted the other day in pulling 
up one of thcni as a peddler, and demanding 
license from liim. 

When the factory ia in full swing it will 
bo capable of handling several tons 
of bones per daj', and among tho products 
of the concern — its raw material being one 
description of refuse — will be ivory black, 
bono black, animal charcoal, assay for 
snieltera, bone ash, fertilisers, glue, soap, 
blacking;, axle oil, chicken food, inks, etc., 
etc. There are also several aide products 
of tlic bone which will have the attention 
of tho company. It will be seen at a 
glance what a benefit auch a factory must 
bo to this province. At present all the 
articles above enumerated, except, perhaps, 
soap and blacking, are imported, and con- 
Bumera are obliged to pay fancy prices for 
them ; yet all are in every-day use and can- 
not bo diaponaod with. Bone ash, for in- 
stance, used aa a fertiliacr, coats from 8c|to 
lOo per lb. It ia calculated that thia can 
bo produced here at one-fifth tho price. 
Then, again, all tho assay material comes at 
present from the United .States. This ia in 
great demand in a mineral country such as 
thia, and it ia moat important that it 
should be of good quality and obtainable at 
a reuBonablo price. In tho refining of 
sugar, also, bone charcoal is largely used — 
and thi.", too, being imported, is very ex- 
pensive. 

On tho whole, the now indnatry promises 
to bo one of considerable inaguitude, aud 
will, no doubt, meet with liberal support.

Tributes by the Dominion Premier 
. and the Loader of the 
Opposition. 

"A Mo5t Useful and Faithful Meni' 
ber"— "His Death Is a 
Great Loss." 

Tho foliowing is from tho Toronto Em- 
pire's Ottawa dif-patch : Sir John Thomp- 
aon, in moving the adjournment of the 
House, said : " Mr. Speaker, in moving tho 
adjournment of the House, I feel it my duty 
to call the attention of the House to the fact 
that we have received authoritative news to- 
night of tho death of one of our colleagues, 
tho late monihor for Nanaimo, B, C, Mr. 
Gordon. I am sure that I can say with the 
greatest earnestness on behalf of the gentlo 
men who eat with him on this side of the 
House, that over since he entered Parlia< 
mcnt something over ten years ago, ho nas 
proved himself a most useful and faithful 
member. The devotion which ho gave 
to his constituency has not been ex- 
ceeded by that of the most assid- 
uoua memborl^of Parliament, and those 
of us who had occasion to obaerve tho num 
ncr in which lie was respected in liifi own 
conatituency, and the niiuiier in which his 
])ublic servicea were appreciated there, felt 
more honored than ever by his acquaintance 
and by tho fact that we were co-operating 
with him in public life. It ia very regret- 
ful, indeed, that he has been taken away 
under cirdumstanceu of unusual distress. 
His health haa been failing for years, and 
many of us remarked during last session 
that he was atruggliiig then almost with 
death, and the knoHledge which has como 
to ua since indicatca that his departure waa 
especially ineluiioholy. I fcil bound, in 
moving the adjournment, as J would havo 
done at an earlier period of tho silting if we 
had beeu assured accurately of the announce- 
ment, to call to the attention of tho House 
tho sad loss of ao worthy a member. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier — Mr. Speaker, I very 
sinci!rely join in every word that has been 
uttered by the Prime Minister as to tho 
esteem in which everybody hold our late 
lamented colleague, Mr. Gordon. Though 
on this side of the House, we have not had 
tho same occasion to associate with him as 
hia political friends had, still, it is a pleasure 
for mo to boar testimony to the high char- 
li'.'ter vliic'i lio always mainti-.inc 1 hero. 
The honorable gontlenian seemed to bo one 
of thoae happy men who had no eneniica aud 
who, while they can diller from opponeiita, 
atill can always remain cn tho boat 
of terir.a with tliein. It waa always 
a pliMisure on this side of tho House to look 
at his genial and choerful countenance, aud 
wh.encver ho took part in our debalca it was 
always a pleasure to listen to tho way in 
which he put forth his argumonta and hia 
own views, which lio did in a manner so aa 
to give olfence lo nobody, but to give plea- 
aure ti> all. I am sure that liia death is a 
great lo.«a to hia politicd friends eBpccially, 
hut ia also a losi to the whole House, tn his 
opponents as well aa thono who v.'ero moat 
intimately associated withhim. Once more 
I beg to say that I join in the expreasions of 
regret which havo been given utterance to 
by tho Prime Miniater.

Canadian Oraii^cnicii .Sidil to lie Arranging 
to l''l;,'lit AprniiiBt Home Rule. 

Bo.sTON, Mass., lu'b. 28. — A special to 
tho Journal from Montreii! says : There aro 
'J0,000 Orangemen iu Canada who are 
even now preparing to help their 
brethren in Ulster should the Home 
Rule bill pass the House of Commons, and 
tho Lords. Orangemen thoroughly believe 
that trouble wiU occur in Ireland if tho 
measure becomes Saw, and a prominent 
member of the Orange order in Quebec 
atatea that Orangemen are prepared to 
assist Ulster with money or with men if 
necessary. The different lodges all over the 
Dominion aro in active correspondence, aud 
tt large sum of money ia already subacribed. 
Negotiations have been opened with 
Australia, where there is a. largo 
body of Ulster Protestants, and 
a contingent ia promiaed from there 
to go to Ireland. Sonic of the ISteamahip 
Companies here havo been asked for rates 
for several thousand men. Tho Orangeman 
who gave the information ia employed on 
the Canadian I'acilic, and he says 
there are hundreds of men on that 
road ready to otriko work and go 
to Ireland. " What is to prevent tho Irish 
in the States fiom returning to Iteland?" 
ho was aaked. He answered : "They are 
no good. The Orangemen in Canada would 
like to get at them. Of one thing there is 
no doubt, the Orangemen licro are willing 
and prepared lo go to Ireland in caao ot 
trouble."
